KATTOWITZ,  May  17.— All  food  trains  into  the  Polish  in- 
surgent area  have  been  stopped  by  order  of  the  high  command  of  the 
German  civil  defence  organization,  which  asserts  that  the  Germans 
in  the  occupied  area  have  made  an  appeal  that  all  eftorts  to  feed  the 
hungry  cease,  adding:  “Let  us  starve  with  the  Poles  for  the  sake  of 
Germany.”  „ 

The  British,  who  have  charge  of  the  transportation  of  food,  de- 
clare that  seven  thousand  litres  of  milk  urgently  needed  to  save  the 
lives  of  probably  20,000  German  and  Polish  children  are  being  held 
here,  as  well  as  supplies  of  flour  and  meat,  because  the  Germans  de- 
cline to  drive  trains  across  the  Korfanty  frontier. 

The  Germans  say  they  will  take  charge  of  the  transportation  of 
milk,  but  will  not  haul  food,  which  is  likely  to  fall  into  insurgent 
hands.  The  Germans  figure  that  Kbrfanty  cannot  bold  out  longer 
than  two  weeks  with  his  present  supplies. 

LONDON,  May  17. — Little  change  has  occurred  In  the  military 
situation  in  Upper  Silesia  during  the  last  48  ho)irs,  according  to  the 
latest  ofllcial  telegrams.

Mayor  McHardy.  of  Nelson,  vlce- 
prasldent  of  ths  Union,  arrived  In  the 
city  yeeterday  and  held  a brief  con- 
ference with  AcUng  Mayor  George 
Sangster.  He  made  It  plain  that  the 
municipal  council  of  Neieon  was  not 
prepared  to  eit  bock  and  watch  de- 
wlopmenta  train  a distance,  and  that 
ha.  as  vloe-presidsgt  of  tbs  Provin- 
cial Union,  was  detsrmlnad  to  keep 
the  question  of  municipal  flnances  a 
Uve  laaae  until  a oatlafaetory  settle- 
ment was  reached  with  the  Provlnelal 
Government. 

Mayor  McHardy,  who  presided  st 
the  varloiie  oonferencee  of  the  Union 
of  B.  C.  Munlcipslitiee  held  In  Vic- 
toria during  the  last  session  of  the 
Legislature,  was  the  leader  in  the 
negotiations  between  thu  municipali- 
ties and  ths  Government.  He  acted 
then  In  place  of  President  Jack 
Loutet,  whose  illneae  at  that  time 
prevented  him  from  taking  a more 
active  part  in  the  union’s  work. 
Mayor  McHardy  became  eo  thorongh- 
iy  versed  In  the  situation  as  a result 
of  hla  Inti  mats  association  with  the 
various  interests  Involved  that  he  Is 
still  taking  the  Initiative  for  the 
union  In  urging  upon  the  Government 
an  early  decision  as  to  ths  holding  of 
the  proposed  Inquiry. 

Promises  Local  Support 

Acting  Mayor  Bancster  assured 
Mayor  McHardy  of  strong  support 
from  the  City  Council  In  any  repre- 
eentatlons  he  iVilght  make  with  a view 
to  expediting  the  commencement  of 
the  investigation.  When  announce- 
ment was  made  that  Mr.  W.  A.  Mo- 
Adam  had  been  appointed  secretary 
to.  the  commission  of  Inquiry,  the 
aldermen  expected  that  an  Imme- 
diate start  was  to  be  mads  In  obtain- 
ing data,  and  they  are  somewhat  dis- 
appointed that  so  much  time  has 
been  allowed  to  slip  away  slnee  this 
preliminary  act. 

"If  the  Inveetigatlon  ddeen’t  take 
place  very  soon.  If  will  simply  mean 
that  the  commloeion  report  will  not 
be  before  the  next  eeeelorf  of  the 
Legistature.”  said  a member  of  the 
cyty  Council  yeeterday.  "From  the 
standpoint  'of  the  municipalities  It  la 
absolutely  essential  that  this  matter 
should  1m  placed  before  the  Legla- 
lature  as  early  as  pnusibis;  in  fact, 
we  have  been  given  the  assurance  by 
Premier  Oliver  that  the  sole  reason 
for  setting  ahead  the  time  for  the 
next  session  was  tq  accommodate  the 
mnnirlpslltiee  In  thle  respect.

It  had  boen  “em- 
pbaslsed  that  foreign  nationals,  and 
corporations  controlled  by  foreign 
nationals  hava  enjoyed  privileges  In 
the  exploitatlen  of  United  States  oil- 
fields equal  to  those  extended  to  olti- 
xene  of  the  United  Statee.’’ 

In  tbe  British  Empire  during  the 
yeer,  however,  the  report  said,  “ths 
operations  of  the  Anglo-Perelan  Oil 
Co.,  in  which  the  British  Odvenunent 
owns  two-thirds  of  the  ordinary 
ahares  have  steadily  Increased'*  In 
British  Dominions  and  French  pos- 
sessions Further  stepe  wsiw  aaid  to 
bo  pending  to  establish  ownsrship  of 
all  developments  and  potantlal  flelda 
In  tbs  nstlofurls  of  the  country  con* 
oerned. 

As  to  British  possessions  the  re- 
port said  an  agreemeat  waa  eoncioded 
during  tbs  year  by  which  the  Papuan 
ollSclds  ara  to  h*  exploited  under 
direction  of  the  Anglo-Peratan  Com- 
pnny.

Tha  general  elections  were  marked 
by  a comparatively  small  vote  and 
diiArdera  In  several  places,  particu- 
larly In  the  provinces  of  Pisa,  Novara 
and  Parma,  where  altogether  eight 
person*  were  killed  and  many 
wounded  in  conflicts  between  the 
FascIstI  and  Soclallata.  Incompleta 
return*  indicate  that  the  Socialists 
will  lose  a minimum  of  fifty  seats 
and  the  Cathollca  twenty.  Propor- 
tionately the  moat  aarioua  leaaas  are 
Bustalned  by  the  followers  of  Former 
Premier  Nlttl,  whoee  seats  have  gone 
lo  swell  the  numbers  of  ths  constitu- 
tional bloc. 

Signor  Olollttl  is  already  preparing 
a government  statement  which  will 
Include  a legislative  programme  that 
he  is  confident  he  can  carry  out  now 
In  parliament.

In  a spaseh 
hare  last  night  ts  the  Saint  Andrew 
Society  and  the  Knife  and  Fork  Club. 

Such  rumors,  he  declared,  were  the 
work  of  “the  whisperers,  the. broken 
men — and  by  broken  men,  I mean 
Germans." 

"Th*  Anglo-Japaneae  treaty,"  said 
Sir  Auckland,  "was  originally  de- 
aianed  to  prevant  Ruaelan  and  Ger- 
man aggreaelon  In  the  Far  East.  The 
whisperers  havs  made  men  believe, 
both  here  and  In  my  country,  that 
there  la  a posalbllliy  of  conflict  be- 
tween your  country  and  mine, 
through  ths  operation  of  the  Anglo- 
Japanese  Alliance.  It  Is  not  true. 

"It  Is  the  constant  aim  of  these 
broken  men,  against  whom  we  strove 
In  war,  to  set  the  nations  recently 
allied  at  odds  with  one  another. 

"Thera  is  no  possibility  of  Great 
Britain  being  brought  Into  conflict 
with  the  United  States  through 
Japan."

That  tha  advartUsment  of  the  base- 
ball cempetltlon  of  Tha  B.C.  Olympi- 
an. as  it  appeared  In  ths  columns  of 
Ths  Colonist,  from  April  S3  to  3t 
last.  Incloslvs,  constituted  an  unlaw- 
ful Invitation  to  bet.  was  the  judg- 
ment of  Msgistrate  Jay  In  the  City 
Police  Court  yesterday.  In  Imposing 
a nominal  fine  of  ISO  upon  The  Col- 
onist Printing  A Publishing  Company, 
the  roaglstrme  said  that  the  defend- 
ant eompan)Kwas  entitled  to  the  con- 
sideration that  It  had  taken  legal  ad- 
vice before  accepting  the  advertiee- 
ment,  and  doubtless  had  published  It 
In  all  good  faith  that  it  waa  lawful 
to  do  so.  ^ 

Ths  case  had  been  adjourned  since 
early  last  week  In  order  to  enable 
the  magistrate  te  consult  the  numer- 
ous authorities  to  which,  he  waa  re- 
ferred by  City  Prosecutor  Harrison 
for  the  proeecution,  and  by  Mr.  H.  B. 
Robertson  for  the  defence.  At  the 
trial  of  the  case  It  was  adduced  In 
evidence  that  the  advertisement  nsd 
been  changed  In  form  after  It  had 
appeared  for  a week;  and  that  by 
making  It  Incumbent  upon  entranta 
to  enclose  a 36'-cent  subacription  to 
The  B.C.  Olympian,  the  competition 
had  been  freed  of  the  features  which 
had  brought  It  within  the  tertna  of 
the  prosecution.  The  amended  ad- 
vertisement la  still  appearing  In  the 
sporting  pages  of  The  Colonist. 

Magistrate  Jay  said  that  there  was 
no  dispute  as  to  ths  facta.  The  de- 
fendant company  had  published  an 
advertlaement  of  a baoebali  competi- 
tion conducted  under  the  auapicea  of 
The  B.C.  Olympian.  One  of  the  terms 
of  the  competition  waa  that  all  en- 
trants must  enclose  3S  cents  with 
their  choice  of  teams.  The  charge 
was  laid  under  flection  335  (U)  of  the 
Criminal  Code,  and  was  that  of  pub- 
lishing an  invitation  to  bet. 

Bound  by  Borlalou 

The  contention  of  the  defence  W'aa 
that  thn  was  not  such  an  Invitation 
to  bet.  continued  the  magistrate.  He 
had  been  rdferred  to  the  definitions 
of  a bet  as  given  by  eminent  authori- 
ties. and  sevesal  authorities  had  been 
cited  both  by  the  proeecution  and  the 
defence. 

Mo  had  come, to  the  conclusion  that 
he  was  bound  by  the  decision  In  the 
case  of  the  King  against  fltoddart, 
which,  while  it  was  concerned  with  a 
competition  as  to  horse  racing,  was 
similar  in  principle  to  the  case  at 
bar.  In  that  case  Chief  Justice  I.,4>rd 
Alveratone  had  held  that  the  trans- 
action came  within  the  terms  of  the 
statute,  and  that  there  was  no  essen- 
tial difference  between  it  and  an  ordi- 
nary bet.  There  were  also  other 
binding  decisions  to  the  same  effect. 

In  view  of  those  decisions.  Magis- 
trate Juy  found  that  the  transaction 
In  the  present  case  was  unlawful 
under  the  code,  and  he  must 'record 
a conviction.  At  the  same  time  the 
defendant  company  had  shown  that 
It  haa  taken  legal  advice  before  In- 
serting the  advertisement,  and  had 
believed  that  It  was  lawful  to  publish 
It.  He  would  Impose  a fine  of  $30.

Plaintiff’s  Action  in  Nechaco 
Valley  Lands  Case  Dis- 
missed and  Order  Made  for 
Return  of  Purchase  Moneys

A hardly-contested  trial,  which  has 
occupied  the  attention  of  the  Hu- 
preme  Court  ftv  four  days,  was  con- 
cluded yesterday,  when  Mr.  Justlcj 
Clement  dismissed  tho  action  vf. 
Isaac  Greenlsen  against  11.  DespartJ 
Twigg  un.l  others.  The  plaintiff  Is  a 
tarrlster  and  solicitor  of  Petrolla,  Un- 
tario,  while  Mr.  Twigg  la  a monibor 
of  the  same  profevsion  In  Victoria. 
No  less  than  six  counsel  appeared  fur 
the  different  parties  to  the  suit. 

Ths  suit  was  concerned  with  tho 
purchase  from  the  i lalntlff.  In  1911, 
by  a syndicate  of  which  the  de- 
fendants were  metnberil,  of  lands  I i 
tho  Nechao  Valley,  through  which 
the  Grand  Trunk  ra'clfle  Railway 
was  surveyed  to  imss.  Ths  plhintlff 
alleged  that  the  abdicate  had  agreed 
to  pay  S75  an  acre  for  510  acres  of 
land,  and  the  action  was  brought  to 
recover  pa>?me6t  of  |35  an  acre,

It  wa*  ahown  In  evi- 
dence that  the  other  member*  of  tho 
syndicate  were  Ignorant  of  thl*  trait*- 
action,  and  that  It  wa*  only  discov- 
ered by  Mr.  Twigg,  after  hi*  own  re- 
turn from  oervlce  oversea*,  when.  In 
1*30,  the  plaintiff  began  to  preiw  him 
f(  I the  money.

It  was  ahown  that  In  purcuanci'  of  ] 
ml*  nocret  agreement  the  plaintiff  re- 
ceived from  the  syndicate  the  sum  of 
$11,0*3,  and  a mortgage  for  the  bal- 
mice  of  $3$,1S7,  being  the  purchaac 
I lice  at  $75  an  acre;  and  that  the 
plaintiff  paid  back  to  McGregor,  un- 
known to  the  reat  of  tho  ayndicate, 
tno  sum  of  $3.*S7;  and  that  In  reality, 
therefore,  McGregor  wa*  paying  for 
hi*  share  with  the  money  of  his  part- 
ner*. Bventually.  it  waa  *hown,  tho 
plaintiff  received  In  all  from  the  *yn- 
ulcate  total  payment*  amounting  to 
$30,000;  end  la*t  year  he  commenced 
action  against  the  defendant*  for  the 
talance  du^on  tha  purchase  price  at 
$75  an  acre. 

The  learned  judge  found  that  the 
whole  transaction  wo*  tainted  with 
fraud  on  the  |>art  of  the  plaintiff, 
and  that  therefore  It  was  void  and 
could  not  be  enforced.  The  terms  of 
hla  judgment  were  tha\  as  against 
Mesers.  Twigg  and  Landry  the  action 
v.'ould  l>e  dlemleeed  with  costa; 
against  th*  McGregor  estate  the  ac- 
tion was  dismissed  without  costs;  a 
leclssioii  of  the  whole  transaction  was 
r*rdered.  and  the  plaintiff  was  ordered 
t)  make  repayment  of  all  the  moneys 
I uid  to  him  by  th*  syndicate,  sub- 
>*ct  to  the  condition  that  the  lands- 
should  be  re-conveyed  to  the  plain- 
tiff.

Alderman  W.  F.  Fullerton,  repra-

aaaertad  the  Federal  Oovernment  had 
dona  little  to  carry  out  the  aoccaa- 
tlona  of  the  ex-eervlce  orpanlaatlona.

(aniaatlona  repreaented  thereon. 

The  fact  that  the  exlatlpc  orcantaa* 
tlona  have  Provincial  and  Dominion 
afflllatlona  waa  pointed  to  by  Mr.  Mo- 
Nlchol.  of  the  Veterana  of  tYance.  aa 
a Mumbling  block  to  a acheme  of 
amalsamatlon.  but  at  preiient.  ha  aald. 
It  waa  patent  none  of  the  urganlaa- 
tlona  la  getting  anywhere,  and  he  be- 
lieved that  one  organlaatlon  would 
give  the  veterana  great  political 
power  and  obviate  the  preaent  patent 
political  Influencee  being  brought  to 
bear  upon  the  ezlatlng  organisatlona. 

Captain  Clarke,  Veterana  of  Franco, 
urged  the  Importance  and  tlmellneaa 
of  the  amalgamation  propoaal.  He 
waa  anxloua  to  aee  the  Victoria  or- 
ganlxatlona  aet  the  example  even  by 
pulling  looee  from  the  Provincial  and 
Dominion  afflllatlona,  and  getting  to- 
gether. It  waa  a movement  which  he 
believed,  would  apread  throughout 
the  country. 

Comrade  Bowden  declared  the  ex- 
aervlce  mao  would  get  nowhere  until 
one  solid  organisation  of  returned 
men  had  been  perfected.  Beparate 
organlaationa  had  been  proved  here 
to  be  wrong  In  principle,  he  held. 

The  only  weapon  of  uae  to  the  re- 
turned man,  declared  Comrade  Mc- 
Kenale,  of  the  Q.A.U.V.,  waa  the  bal- 
lot, and  ho  referred  to  that  organisa- 
tion and  Its  aims  aa  the  only  sensible 
one — one  that  was  out  for  a real  One 
Big  Union  of  \eterana,  and  which  now 
has  some  70,000  fully  paid  up  mem- 
bera  It  waa  a machine  already  In 
existence,  and  he  saw  no  reason  vhy 
It  could  not  be  taken  advantage  of 
by  other  orgmlaatlons  lining  up  with 
It,  even-  If  a different  name  were  to 
be  selected.  So  far  the  existing  or- 
ganisations were  almply  social,  and 
were  getting  nowhere. 

tJetUng  Nowhere 

Present  organisations,  Mr.  KIdner 
daeiared.  are  being  run  chiefly  for 
the  benefit  of  the  paid  staff.  Tha  re- 
turnad  men  are  the  victims  of 
economic  conditions,  and  tha  Qovem- 
ment  must  be  forced  to  meet  the  situ- 
ation. 

Doubt  aa  to  tha  feasibility  of  the 
amalgamation  plan  waa  voiced  by 
Comrade  Warren,  of  the  British  Cam- 
paigners, who  pointed  to  the  different 
alms  and  different  statue  of  the  mero- 
berghlp  of  the  various  existing  bodies. 
But  he  felt  It  might  be  possible  to 
allow  the  organlsatlooa  to  stand  aa 
at  present  and  name  a political  com- 
mittee representative  of  all.  thus  se- 
curing unlUr  of  action  politically. 

Considerable  discuealon  showed 
that  with  the  exception  of  Comrade 
Warren,  who  waa  not  prepared  to 
support  the  resolution,  all  present 
believed  the  time  opportune  to  launch 
the  plan  of  amalgansatlon,  declaring 
they  were  ready  to  cut  away  from 
their  various  bodies  and  throw  In 
their  lot  with  one  organisation.  The 
statement  was  made  that  by  far  the 
great  majority  f returned  men  lelt 
that  the  time  for  some  such  move  has 
arrived. 

Aa  soon  as  the  various  ex-service 
organisations  have  had  time  to  deal 
with  the  recommendation  of  last 
night's  meeting  another  meeting  will 
be  called,  when  further  steps  seeking 
to  arrive  at  a harmonious  arrange- 
ment will  be  held.

Aa  far 
as  could  be  ascertained  he  was  upon 
the  truck,  being  driven  out  from  the 
side  street,  before  he  was  aware  of 
Us  presence,  and  before  he  could  pull 
up  or  before  the  driver  of  the  truck 
could  do  so  the  collision  occurred. 

The  deceased  lad  was  a favorits 
v-*th  hla  fellow  students  at  the  school 
and  with  the  staff,  aiO  his  untimely 
death  is  sincerely  regretted  by  all.

— Tha  United 
States  Railroad  Labor  Board  late  to- 
night announced  Its  Intention  of  re- 
vising downward  wages  of  mors  than 
on#  mUllon  unskilled  rati  workers* 
effective  July  1.  The  amount  of  the 
dec«-ease  will  be  made  public  on 
June  1. 

The  board  alee  announced  it  would 
have  hearings  on  June  4 regarding 
proposals  by  tbs  roads  to  dsersase 
ths  wages  of  other  clssses  of  em- 
ployees. and  would  also  make  Its  de- 
cision In  these  ceeee  effective  on  the 
same  date.  A similar  decision  on 
skilled  workers  would  gffect  approx- 
Imatsfy  two  million  msn. 

On  July  SO.  lOSO,  the  board  In- 
creased the  pay  of  all  olassee  of  rail- 
way employees  approximately  SI  per 
cent,  or  about  $600,000,000  a year. 
Several  months  ago  several  roads  an- 
nounced that  they  could  no  longer 
operate  under  this  wage  a^fard.  and 
announced  pay  reductions  averaging 
about  SO  per  cewt  for  unskilled  em- 
ployeea  The  workers  appealed  to  the 
board.

Producers’  Co-operative  Exchange." 
Mr.  Kyle,  who  is  manager  of  the 
Poultrymen's  Union,  pointed  out  the 
benefits  to  be  derived  from  co-opera- 
tion. and  stated  that  It  was  not  in- 
tended to  open  a branch  of  the  aeso- 
clatlon  In  Victoria  until  there  wee  a 
guarantee  of  handling  the  produce  of 
10,000  hens  at  least.

English  Clergyman  Delivers 
Forceful  and  Inspiring  Ad- 
dress at  Unitarian  Church 
on  Sunday  Evening  Last

tionsd  aecordinci),  with  short,  pithy 
sentences  clowlns  with  evancellcal 
fsrvor,  Mr.  Alexander  Thomson,  of 
London.  Bnsland.  addressed  the  con* 
KTScatlon  of  First  Unitarian  Church 
at  eveninr  worship  on  Sunday.  Mr. 
Thomson  is  vlsitlns  Canada  for  the 
first  Urns  and  will  tour  tha  Dominion 
as  one  of  tha  speakers  In  the  Cha* 
tauqua  lecture  series. 

Takins  as  a basis  for  hla  addreu 
the  words  of  St.  Paul.  “Quit  you  like 
men,”  Mr.  Thomson  referred  to  this 
exhortation  as  one  of  the  expressions 
common  to  the  militant  Christian  Ufa 
and  character  of  the  apostle.  The 
writinsa  and  splstles  of  8t.  Paul 
abound  wHta  axioms,  admonitions 
and  exhortations  which  echo  the 
militant  spirit  of  the  man.  Such 
rinfins  appeals  as  “Be  stronc.” 
“Stand  fast  In  the  faith”  and  “Fight 
the  good  flght,”  are  examples  of  tho 
Strenuous  keynote  of  his  apostolic 
work.  Here  the  exhortation  pleads 
for  a perfect  manhood,  embracing 
also  womanhood. 

To  achieve  this  dlstlnclion.  tbs 
speaker  pointed  out.  It  la  necessary 
to  have  a standard  of  msasuremsnt 
— an  examplar.  Because  It  will  not 
do  for  us  to  measure  ourselves  by 
one  another,  solacing  conscience  with 
the  reflection  that  ws  are  as  good  aa, 
or  no  worse  than  somebody  else. 
Such  a standard  of  measurement  the 
speaker  found  in  tbs  Ilfs  and  example 
of  Jsaua  expressing  the  belief  that 
a perfsot  human  Ilfs  must  apppoxl* 
mats  the  character  of  the  man  of 
Nasareth.  He  pointed  out  that  spin* 
tual  man  are  not  under  martial  or 
military  law.  compulsion,  penalty, 
but  such  obedience  as  they  render  to 
Christ  and  to  God  is  free,  willing, 
and  joyous  rather  than  enforced  or 
slavish.  The  supreme  effort  of  a wise 
man  should . be  to  bring  his  whole 
life  into  harmony  with  God,  In  obed* 
lence  to  His  will,  as  Christ  lived  this 
Ilfs. 

Man’s  fYoo  WIU 

Mr.  Thomson  smphaslxed  the  fact 
that  man  is  the  only  being  not  com* 
palled  to  obey  certain  fixed  laws. 
Stars  obey  their  courses  because  they 
must;  certain  •lower  animals  follow 
fixed  instincts.  But  man  Is  free  eveh 
to  disobey  and  even  rebel  against 
God  If  he  so  chooses.  Aptly  Ulus* 
tratlng  this  argument,  the  speaker 
recalled  an  Incident  In  the  life  of 
Abraham  Lincoln  at  the  time  aboil* 
tion  of  slavery  was  beginning  to  be 
advocated.  President  Lincoln  had  been 
waited  upon  by  a delegation  of  de* 
vout  people,  ministers  and  public 
man,  who  had  asked,  “Do  you  think 
God  will  be"  on  our  side  If  we  advo* 
cate  abolition?”  Mr.  Lincoln’^  reply 
was.  “That  Is  not  the  question.  ^ The 
real  question  is  will  you  be  on  God’s 
side?”  That,  said  Mr.  Thorns^  is 
ths’knpreme  test  of  true  maimood 
and  womanhood.  Loyalty  to  God  was 
the  first  great  and  one  of  the  two 
distinguishing  features  of  fhs  char* 
$uct»r  of  Jesus.  “The  *wlll  of  my 
Father”  w-as  the  guiding  motif  of 
His  whole  life  so  far  as  ws  know  It. 

The  other  characteristic  of  Jesus 
which  complemented  this  and  made 
of  him  the  perfect  example  was  his 
loyalty  to  mankind.  The  first  Is  Mis 
root  or  basis  sf  the  second.  The  dlf* 
Acuity  with  theologians  In  the  past 
has  been  that  they  have  labored  to 
prove  and  define  things  about  God. 
and  that  they  stopped  there.  The 
real  solution  of  these  metaphysical 
problems  Is  recognition  that  the 
question  Is  hemispherical.  It  has  the 
“God”  side  and  th»  “Man”  side,  one 
complementing  and  completing  the 
other.  Jesus  had  been  not  so  much 
“against”  the  pharisee  as  “for*’  the 
common  people. 

Hla  whole  ministry  exemplified 
continued  effort  to  redress  ths 
wrongs  and  remedy  the  evil  clrcum* 
stances  of  ths  downtrodden  and  op* 
pressed.  He  showed  that  a lost 
sheep  was  a sheep  still.'  and  a lost 
coin  IS  a coin  atUI.  To  restore  these 
was  the  human  aspect  of  hIs  life 
work.  Our  true  manhood  and  wo* 
manhood  could  be  ahown  only  in  a 
similar  way.  that  Is  to  say.  by  ssrvlca.

INTO  PICTURES 

It  haa  been  upon  noany  occasions 
that  countless  requests  from  editors 
of  almost  every  periodical  In  the 
world  have  at  some  time  or  other 
written  Douglas  Fairbanks  asking  him 
— for  ths  basts  of  arttciss  what 
caused  him  to  forsake  stardom  upon 
the  legitimate  stage  te  enter  the 
realm  of  motion  pictures  where  suc- 
cess at  that  time  waa  more  or  Isos 
prohiemallcal.
